GOVERNOR WALKER 
SHOULD APOLOGIZE 
TUMULTY ALLEGES 


To 


Governor’s’ Failure 


Disavow or To Prove. 


Charges in Kansas City 
Speech Basis of Request.

Washington, October 23.—Joseph 
 Tumulty, former secretary to Pres- 
ident Wilson, has demanded an apol- 
ogy from Governor Walker, of Geor- 
cic, for the governor’s charge that 
Tumulty sought by “the chicanery of 
politics’ and “through a sympathetic 
president” to “place in every national 
war camp a Catholie church and drive 
yut the churches of every other de- 
“omination,” 

“Governor Walker seem: to be dis- 
nelined to disavow, either privately 
or publicly, his false charge against 
mv honesty and integrity as a public 
official,” Tumulty said in a. state- 
ment here Thursday, in which he said, 
“| feel that in justice to myself and 
my chureh that Governor 
mwes me a public apology.” 

Tumulty submitted letters from the 
iate President Wilson and Mrs. Wil- 
and from Senator John Sharp 
Williams as “concrete and indisputa- 
Sle evidence that my religious pre- 
dileetions were entirely disassociated 
from my relations with President Wil- 
son.” 

Text of Fumu!'ty’s Statement. 

Following is the text of the state- 
ment of Mr. Tumulty: 

“Sufficient time 
elapsed for Governor Walker, of 
Georgia, either to affirm or deny 
his charge that I, as a Roman Catho- 
1ic and as secretary to President Wil- 
son, sought by ‘the chicanery of poli- 
tives’ and ‘through a sympathetic pres- 
went’ to ‘place in every national war 
samp a Catholic church and drive out 
the churches of every other denomi- 
,-I feel that in justice to my- 
self and my church that Governor 
Walker owes me a public apology. 

“In a telegram to The Atlanta Con- 
stitution dated October 20, 1994, 1 
challenged Governor Walker to lay 
before a Protestant tribunal, of his 
own proof that ia my oef- 
ficial relations with President Wilson, 
religiozs prejudice and bias controlled 
me. wovernor Walker seems to be dis- 
inclined to disavow, either privately

Dus about eight miles east of here 
Approximately 35 first and second- 
grade pupils were in the bus when ir 
was struck and overturned into a 
six-foot ditch. 

The dead are Albert Owens, Wil- 
liam Rath and Frank A. White. They, 
with ine injured, were brought to hos 
pitals here in passing antemebiles and 
Lorain ambulances. 

The bus was taking the children 
to their homes in the vicinity of Shef- 
field Lake. Their injures vary from 
lacerations to fractured bones.

Husband, in Case of 
Death, Did Not Want 
Fall Pressed for Pay- 
“ment, Her Explanation.

Los Angeles, October 23.—An 
expected turn in the Doheny oil lease 
eancellation suit has given a slight 
‘noral advantage to the defense. 

Although not under subpoena, Mrs. 
Kk. L. Doheny voluntarily took 
stand Thursday and produced _ the 
missing signature of the famous Al- 
bert B. Fall note for $100,000, writ- 
‘en on a torn bit of paper which fit- 
‘| smoothly into the mutilated por- 
tron of the document held by Doheny. 
‘he court now is in possession of the 
complete note, the first section hav- 
“ag been produced Wednesday. 

Mrs. Doheny testified with a genial

and smiling demeanor, after her hus- 
band and EK. L. Doheny. Jr., had de 
clined to serve as witnesses. 
Explains Possession of Note. 
The decision to tear up the note was 
reached, Mrs. Doheny’ said, after her 
iesband had explained, if anything 
should happen to him on a‘ trans-con- 
ticental trip he was about to take, he 
would not wish his executors to press 


ll for payment of his demand note 
at a time when it would occasion him 
serious embarrassment. 

The witness brought out the fact 
that Doheny wanted to preserve the 


evidence of indebtedness and that he, 
felt confident he eventually would be 
paid. He did not, however, wish the 
document to become a part, of his 
estate, he said. 

Mrs. Doheny brought the signature 
with her to Los Angeles and for a 
time forgot where she had placed it, 
she explained. This fitted into the 
statements made by Doheny before the 
senate committee, where he declared 
that his wife had mislaid the missing 
section of the Fall note, 

Located in Deposit Box. 

A search through a safety deposit 
box here located the missing docu- 
ment, Mrs. Doheny continued. 

The &100.000 note, signed by Fall in 
favor of Doheny, is assuming increas- 
ing importance as the trial to cancel 
Elk Hills oil leases progresses, Gov- 
ernment counsel has declared that the 


absence of a signature sade the note 
uncollectible, and had tinked this to 
a contention that the money was in 
payment for consideration and advan- 
tazés given the Doheny oil companies 
in leases on the Elk Hills naval oil 
reserve and in the award of contracts 
for construction work at Pearl Har- 
bor. 

The defense is attempting to show 
that the *400,000 transaction was a 
loan given an old friend at a time 
of financial need and that Doheny 
had planned to collect the money.

That's what members of the Cand- 
ler family stated to The Constitution 
Thursdzy night in reply to an article 
‘in “Variety,” New York theatrical 
'magazine, which states that Mr. 
Candler had backed the production of 
“The Purple Cow,” a musical comedy ; 
that the show had flatly tizzled, and 
{hat the local capitalist had  with- 
drawn hig support. 

The eller Candler could 
reached Thursday nignt for _a state- 
ment, but Asa G. Candler, Jr., told 
a reporter that neither he nor his fath- 
er had ever been interested in that pe- 
culiar ‘animal, “The Purple Cow,” 
and had not sunk a penny in the 
venture of “elevating the siandard of 
American comedy,” as “Variety” 
styled it. 

First Report Here. 

While reports of a Candler flyer 
in improved musical comedy failed to 
reach Atlanta until Thursday, New 
York's theatrical world evidently had 
been agog with them for some time 
past, as evidenced by the following 
extract from “Variety's” report: 
“As previously reported, Candler 
‘put up $2,500,000 in escrow, but,

IS SHORT ON HISTORY 


Mrs. Emerich Displays 
Notebook Crammed With 


Alleged Information on i. 


Convict’s Record. 


Declaring that an investigation of 
circumstances surrounding the deaths 
of a California physician and his 
wife will shed further light on the 
motives that prompted Robert E. St. 
Clair, federal prison inmate, to claim 
that he is her brother and son of 
Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Bergeron, of 
Menasha, Wis., Mrs. Stella Bergeron 
Emerich, who has branded St. Clair 
as an imposter, gave out a statement 


Thursday in which she disclosed an | 


amazing angle of the investigation 
she is conducting es a result of the 
“lost-son-found” case. 

Mrs. Emerich stated that St. Clair 
has represented to her aged parents 
that he is wealthy and that he bases 
his claim to wealth upon his owf as- 
sertion that he innerited the prop- 
erty of a California physician who 
Nit ntopted him as “fiis*son: These 
foster parents followed each other to 
their graves in quick succession, ac: 
cording to St. Ciair’s reported state- 
ments. 

This development in the strange St. 
Clair-Bergeron case comes after Mrs. 
Emerich has devoted much time dur- 
ing recent weeks to obtaining intor- 
mation on St. Clair’s past life. She 
asserted Thursday that she has be- 
come alarmed through suspicions that 
her aged parents have fallen victims 
to a conspiracy that may cost them 
their property and even their lives. 

Mrs. Emerich, who came to Atlanta 
last “week in response to requests 
from her mother that she visit St. 
Clair at the federal prison, talked to 
Constitution reporters Thursday, giv- 
ing much information she has gath- 
ered during her efforts to convince 
her aged parents that St. Clair 3s

Emerich, expressing deep regret that 
her father and mother have _ been 
“mentally upset and put to heavy 
expense ‘through this unfortunate af- 
fair,” has set herself to a task that, 
she declares, will convince the entire 
country that St. Clair is an imposter 
in his present role, that he has ‘*pull- 
ed such a game” in the recent past, 
and that there are others involved | 
in what she brands as the “most 
heartless conspiracy that was ever 
fostered upon grief-stricken parents,’

possession?” Mrs. Emerich asked in 
introducing a feature of the case that 
has never ‘before been brought to pub- 
lic attention.

| Whether Atlanta will hear the whir 
| of the mighty motors and see the sil- 
very envelope of the Shenandoah, 
“flagship of the air,” upon its return 
from the Pacific coast, will depend 
upon the weather map when the big 
dirigible leaves Fort Worth, Wexas, 
this morning about 9:30 o'clock. 

Atianta is on what is known as the 
“bad weather’ route between Texas 
and Lakehurst, N. J. If the air cur- 
rents are favorable the more direct 
route between those two points will 
be taken, whereas, if these are 
} favorable, the Shenandoah will swing 
around by way of Atlanta, as it did 
on the way to the Pacific coast. 

On its previous trip the Shenandoah 
made the trip from Atlanta to Fort 
Worth in about 15 hours. Maintain- 
ing this rate of speed on the return 
trip, the big dirigible, in case it should 
take this route, 
about midnight tonight, or in the early 
hours of Saturday morning. 


FORT WORTH READY 
TO RECEIVE DIRIGIBLE. 

Fort Worth, Texas, October 23.— 
(By the Associated Press).—After an 
absence of two weeks, in which it has 
successfully crossed the continent and 
is now on its way home, the naval 
airigible Shenandoah was expected to 
arrive at the helium plant here in the 
early hours of Friday morning. 

{verything is in readiness at the 
mooring mast here, the nation’s only 
inland airport, where the cuge craft 
will spend the night taking on an ad- 
ditional supply of helium gas, gaso- 
water, food and other supplies. 
200,000 cubie feet of gas is in 
readiness at the plant, Lieutenant Z. 
W. Wicks, the port commander, an- 
nounyed, while about 4.000 gallons of 
gasoline will be available to replace

Concluding his letter, after a com- 
plete refutation of the sgovernor's 
charges, Mr. Jackson says:

“Every civilian organization, reli- 

gious or social, working for the men 
in training in these camps, or in the 
towns and cities adjacent to them, 
were supervised by this commission, 
of which I had the honor of serving 
as secretary. 
i; “It was peculiarly the duty of this 
commission to deal with all questions 
rising as to the admission of any reli- 
gious organization to work with the 
inen in the camps, and to handle any 
disputes, which might rise between 
them, or as to them. 

“As secretary of the commission, 
which for the navy department had 
the supervision of the builf.ngs and 
work of the Young Men’s Christian 
association and of the Knights of Co- 
lumbus in the camps—the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic organizations 
working therein—I visited in person 
every naval and marine training camp 
from Portland, Maine, to New Or- 
leans, and also on the Great Lakes. 
Reports made by men, who for the 
commission, for the same purpose, vis- 
ited the three camps on the Pacific 
coast, and those in the West Indies. 
came. to my desk. As secretary, in the 
regular routine of the work, I was 
in receipt of constant reports and re- 
quests, covering such matters, from 
all of the stations, training camps, and 
the fleet. 

The True Conditions. 


“In none of these stations or camps, 
or fleet-—near none of them—did such 
conditions, as Governor Walker has 
described, exist. 

“The presence not merely of one 
Young Men’s Christian association 
building in every training camp, and 
at. Yorktown, where the fleet was 
gathered, but of as many as eight or 
more separate buildings in a big sta- 
tion, like that at Great Lakes, near 
Chicago, the largest of the naval train- 
ing camps, all of the buildings being 
munned by Protestants, many of whom 
were ministers, and all of them hav- 
ing religious services conducted by 
Protestant clergymen and leaders of 
every different denomination, week in 
and week out, is by itself sufficient re- 
futation of the remarkable and un- 
warrantable charge made by Governor 
Walker, in so far as the naval ani 
marine camps are cuncerned, 

“As to the army— 

“The Georgian, who visited Came 
Gordon, or any other person who vis- 
ited anv other army training camp, 
will recall the many Young Men’s 
Christian association  pbuildings—al- 
most one for every regiment—in which 
Presbyterian, Baptist, Methodi, 


.| Episcopal and other Protestant clergg-

army was demobilized. 
Cites Only Difference. 


“In navy, marine, and army camp, 
the only difference between the Ro- 
man Catholic and the Protestant or- 
ganizations, which could be noted, was 
that the buildings of the Young Men’s 
Christian association far outnumbered 
those of the Knights of Columbus. 
This was natural, as there were far 
more Protestant than Roman Catho- 
lic soldiers and sailors, due to no Jack 
of patriotism upon the part of Ro- 
man Cathlics, but to the fact that the 
Protestant population of the United 
States is so much greater than the 
Roman Catholic. 

“I do remember small camps in 
which there were Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association buildings, and no 
Knights of Columbus buildings. I do 
not recall a single one, where there 
was a Knights of Columbus building 
and no Young Men’s Christian associa- 
tion building. If such existed, it 
have been only ‘because the 
Protestant organization did not at- 
tempt to enter. 

“Raymond Fosdick, of New York, 
the son of a Baptist minister, and the 
brother of the foremost Baptist min- 
ister of our day, was chairman of 
both the war department and the navy 
department commissions on training 
camp activities. While John J. Ea- 
gan, in name, vice chairman of the 
navy department commission, was the 
actual head of the work in the naval 
and marine training stations, Ray- 
mond Fosdick was the active head of 
the work, organized on identically the 
same lines, in the army. The two 
commissions had offices together in 
the same building in Washington until 
the closing months of the war, when 
the navy department commission was 
moved to the new navy building, 
where it became the sixth division of 
the bureau of navigation. 

Names Men in Control. 

“In closest contact with both com- 
missions, being, if. my memory is cor- 
rect, a member of the war department 
commission, was John R. Mott, exeec- 
utive head of the National and Inter- 
national Young Men’s Christian asso- 
ciation, while John §S. Tichenor, as- 
sociation general secretary, the nation- 
al executive head of the Young Men’s 
Christian association work in the 
army, navy and marine camps, was an 
active member of the navy depart- 
ment commission. 

“This was the organization, head- 
ed in so far as the navy departinent is 
concerned by an elder in the Presby- 
terian church, with another Presh--te- 
rian elder as secretary, set up under 
the administration of Woodrow Wil- 
son, himself an elder in the Presbyte- 
rian church, which must bear the re- 
sponsibility, if the charge made by 
Governor Walker is true. 

“Get that fact. Then recall the 
charge: 

“*A Catholic secretary of a sympa- 
thetic president so manipulates the chi- 
eanery of politics, that he will place 
im the center of every national war 
camp a Catholic church, and drive 
outside of the borders of that camp, on 
the back streets, in the back yards, 
on the alleyways, every Presbyterian. 
every Methodist, every Baptist and | 
every other Protestant church.’ | 

Work Was Success. 

“The creation of these two commis- 
sions, in connection with which ] 
never heard the name of Mr. T'umulty, 
but which Governer Walker has de- 
scribed as the ‘chicanery of politics,’ 
manipulated by Mr. Tumulty to ca=se 
a ‘sympathetic president’ to drive his 
own and other Protestant churches to 
back streets, alleyways and lots, was 
the effort of our government to do the 
greatest work ever seen in history for 
the moral and spiritual welfare of our 
soldiers, sailors and marines, 

“And no one can sincerely face the 
facts and deny that the effort was suc- 
cessful. / 

“The American people are divided 
religiously into three great groups— 
the Protestant, Roman Catholie and 
the Jew. For the Protestant in the. 
camp there was provided the Young 
Men's Christian Association building; 
for the Roman Catholic, the Knights 
of Columbus building, and for the Jew, 
where :here were enough of them to 
warrant it, there was a building erect- 
el by the National Jewish Welfare 
beard. 

“As I have previously pointed out, 
the only difference visible was that 
the buildings for those of the Protest- 
ant faith far outnumbered those of 
the other two combined. 

“If, in addition to this, a further 
division had been attempted and a sep- 
arate building provided for each of 
the different denominations in each of 
the camps, more than two hundred 
buildings for this purpose would have 
had to have been erected in each camp. 
If this had been done, there would 
have been no room left for buildings

“The Pity of It.” 

“In advance of a possible disclaimer 
I acquit Governor Walker of any in- 
tention of casting a slur upon the 
memory of John J. Eagan and the 
york in which he was engaged through- 
out the war—a work typical of the 
man’s whole life—that is, harmonizing 
and bringing together people of differ- 
ent denominations, creeds and belief, 
upon a common meeting ground, to 
work together and without ‘riction for 
the good of all, and for the advance- 
ment of Christ’s kingdom on earth. 
The governor was doubtless ignorant 
of the ‘acts. 

“His ignorance only adds to the pity 
of the thing. 

‘And the pity grows when one re 
members the Jew, the Roman’ Catho- 
lic, the Protestant a.d men and wom- 
en of good-will, though they professed 
no creed, working together with all 
differences buried out of sight with 
other hateful and  unmentionable 
things, if they were not wholly forgot- 
ten. as they undoubtedly were by the 
wajority of our people, in order that 
together we might serve our God and 
country, <nd help, each one in his vwn 
place, to make the world safe from 
murderous intolerance, ignorance and 
hate—in order that women and chil- 
dren might live in their bomes un- 


afraid, 
When Men Died. 

“In that war and its aftermath 
we had an undying example of what 
lying propaganda can bring upon our 
world. 

“When, as a result of that propa- 
ganda men were dying ‘over there, 
there was no question about the Jew, 
the Roman Catholic or the Protestant. 

“Did our boys die in vain in the 
Argonne, at Belleau Wood and Cha- 
teau Thierry? Were the deaths of our 
sailors at sea only waste? Was the 
living sacrifice anc death of Wood- 
row Wilson a useless. thing, that the 
name of Georgia’s capital city must 
ever be blazoned abroad as a center 
from which flows a steady stream ‘of 
propaganda designed to spread racial 
and religious suspicion, intolerance 
and hate, and to divide our people 
into warring classes, camps and fac- 
tions ?

Washington, October 23.—The 
Catholic national welfare conference, 
in a formal statement issued here to- 
day, denied a report that a ruling 
had been issued under which all pray- 
er-books and other articles used in 
Catholic churches and _ institutions 
should bear the American trade union 
label. 

- The Rev. John A. Ryan, director of 
the social action department of the 
conference, declared investigation into 
the question had not been completed. 
The Rev. James H. Ryan, quoted in 
an article in The New York World as 
having written to Matthew Woll, of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
that Woll’s plea ‘‘has been success- 
ful,” was out of the city, but it was 
declared the denial was authoritative. 

A statement by Rev. John A. Ryan 
said: 

“The statemen. The New York 
World that the administrative com- 
mittee of the national] Catholic wel- 
fare con:erence had ruled that all 
prayer-books and other religious arti- 
cles used in churches and institutions 
under church control, or hereafter 
sold with the approval to comm ini- 
cants of ‘he church, shall bear the la- 
bels of ‘te American trade unions is 
not true, 

“The question of th. importation 
prayer-books and the question of the 
union Jabel on pruayer-books were 
brought before the administrative com- 
mittee, but it took no action further 
than to order an investigation of -he 
facts which will then be made public.

It was pointed out that the report 
in The World said the action had been 
taxen by the administrative committee 
of bishops of the Roman Catholic 
church in the United States. The 
welfare council said the bishops, in 
annual meeting, gathered under the 
title of the natienal Catholic welfare 
council, and that the headquarters 
staff here was an administrative body 
for that organization.

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PITY OVERRIDES 
INION'S PROTEST 


Protests of the Federation of 
Trades were over-ridden Thursday 
afternoon when the aldermanic board 
of vity council awarded the contract 
for constructing the new Ninth ward 
fire engine house to Paul Wesley, 
head of the contracting firm bearing 
his name. The board’s action gave 
Wesley the initial skirmish in what 


is regarded in many circles as a fight 
between labor unionists and “open- 
shop”’ policies. 

At its meeting Wednesday night 

the trades federation recorded its op- 
position to awarding of pending con- 
tracts to Wesley and the Griffin 
Construction company, alleging that 
the work of these companies was un- 
satisfactory. The Griffin firm was 
denounced for alleged “butchering” 
of the new Girls’ High school build- 
ing. 
Griffin company officials, replying, 
stated that the move was actuated 
by union members who opposed their 
“open-shop” policy, and invited the 
public to inspect any of their firm’s| 
work. 
' Needs Only Sims’ Signature. 

Wesley's contract for the fire en- 
gine house construction now needs 
only the approval of Mayor Sims to 
become effective, council having pre- 
viously voted to award the work to 
Wesley's firm. Action was not taken 
by the board, however, on the award 
of the contract for the conragious 
disease annex to Grady hospital to 
the Griffin company. 

The Griffin company’s bid was 
higher than the appropriation voted 
by the council, tt is pointed out, since 
certain items have been slashed from 
the original specifications, and there 
is a possibility that council will not 
approve the bid for thase reasons. In 
such event bids would be reopened, 
it is said. 

Gets Other Contracts. 

In addition to having been given 
the Girls’: High school contract, 
awarding of the contract to build ‘the 
new contagious disease hospital to the 
Griffin Construction company has 
been recommended by the hospitals 
and charities committee of city coun- 
cil, However, this contract must be 
approved by council and the alder 
manic board and signed by the mayor. 

Union leaders, representing prac- 
tically every branch of the Federation 
of Trades, Thursday requested Alder- 
man R. A..Gordon, chairman of the 
hospitals and charities committee, to 
use his influence to prevent award- 
ing of the contract to the Griffin 
company. 

After criticizing the Griffin work 
they claimed that giving the contract 
to that company is unfair, because 
although that concern’s bid was the 
lowest submitted, it still was almost 
$2,800 higher than the estimated cost 
of $50,000. 

Show Request for Union Job. 

Members of the labor committee 
cited a resolution of eity council ask- 
ing that work on the Ninth ward en- 
sine house be done by union men, 
und which was passed by council at 
an adjourned session on October 7 
and approved by the mayor October 9. 
The resolution, which was intros 
duced jointly by Alderman Oscar Wil- 
liamson, a member of the Railway 
Conductors’ union, and Councilman 
Y. Allen Couch, a member of the Street 
Car Men’s union, follows:

SHENANDOAH BUMPS 
ACROSS TEXAS PLAINS. 
Aboard U. SS. Shenandoah, Via 
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Radio to Fert Worth, Texas, Octo- 
ber 23.—All through the day until the 
sun dropped suddenly below the hori- 
zon of dusk, the Shenandoah bumped 
her way across Texas. Few clouds 
were overhead and a few thunder 
clouds were below and cross-currents 
of air were noted around every hill-

“This man declares that he spent 
some years in the role of adopted sen, 
that his foster parents died, that he 
inherited their property andj then, in 
the face of this declaration, Be 1.0w 
asserts that he is ready tv enter our 
home as a ‘real son,’ and in xeeping 
with his self-asserted revord, he i1m- 
mediately prepares to gain control of 
my father and mother’s property. 

“The question that worries me most 
is whether or not my parents are to 
meet their death through some iuivs- 
teFious manner soon after he enters 
our home in the guise of son and 
brother. I am not worred about the 
property. I am distressed about the 
lives of my parenis.” 

Mrs. Emerich interrupted the trend 
of her conversation at this point to 
declare that St. Clair will never suc- 
ceed in his attempt to become son to 
her parents and brother to her, She 
stated that she is basing her invest- 
gation on concrete facts and not :nere 
rumors. 

Asks Deeper Probe by WU. S. 

“T have the report from the war de- 
partment saying that St. Clair’s fin- 
gerprints are not the same as those 
which to 
start,” she said. 

The young woman then disclosed 
that she has requested the war de- 
partment to go further in its com- 
parison of fingerprints. She believes 
that St. Clair did serve in the army 
during the world war. She has asked 
the war department to ferret out the 
fingerprints that correspond to those 
of St. Clair.

She 
Stated that her “brother” failed to 
recognize her at first, but that he 
readily entered into conversation 
when he learned her identity. She 
Said he conversed fluently, but indefi- 
nitely, as long as subjects were con- 
fined to general discussion of his boy- 
hood life, but that he was completely 
nonplussed when she pressed him 
into discussion of details of their 
childhood days.

Keeps Notes on Clues. 


_ Mrs. Emmerich has a note-book par. 
tially filled with information she has 
gained from various sources since she 
launched her attempt to expose &t. 
Clair. Following are some of the no‘es 
she has recorded up to the present 
time: 

_ “As Robert Frank he was married 
In San Francisco to one woman and 
eloped with another two weeks later. 
He was married under the name of 
Ed Smith to Miss Henrietta Bubb in 
San Francisco about March 13, 1923. 
As J. W. Seachrist, he was married 
to Mrs. Anna Weyenherg, a widow 
at Russell, Ky. Mrs. Weyenberg now 
lives at Shell Lake, Wis.” 

Mrs. Emerich has a list of 14 aliases 
under which she says St. Clair has 
operated at various times during his 
past career. She expects to publish 
these within the near future in the 
hope that they will bring further in- 
formation from all parts of the coun- 
try as to the identity of the prisoner 
who so suddenly claimed her as “sis- 
ter’ and her parents as “father and 
mother.” 

St. Clair Now in Prison. 

St. Clair is serving an 18 months’ 
sentence at the Atlanta federal prison, 
which sentence was imposed in the 
New Orleans federal court after ne 
was convicted of transporting a stolen 
automobile from one state to another. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bergon came to At- 
lanta after they received a letter from 
a New Orleans woman asking for in- 
formation as to when and why they 
befriended a young man whose first 
name was “Urban John.”

Addresses by representatives of the 
three Atlanta daily newspapers and 
Eugene R. Black, banker, featured the 
regular meeting Thursday night of the 
Atlanta Retail Merchants’ association, 
which was held in the assembly hall 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 


Major Clark Howell, Jr., business. 


manager, spoke as the representative 
of The Constitution; F. A. Wilson- 
Lawrenson, publisher, represented 
The Georgian, and Major John 

Cohen, editor, was The Jourral spokes- 
man. After these three had each de- 
livered short talks on varicus phases 
of “The Atlanta Spirit,” Mr. Black. 
president of the Atlanta Trust com- 
pany and head of the Community 
Chest, delivered a magnificent appeal 
in which he called on all Atlantans to 
respond to the call for help for othet 
Atlantans not able to help themselves, 

Major Cohen, speaking on the sub- 
ject, “Citizenship and What It 
Means,” made an appeal for a greater 
interest in government on the part 
of the average citizen, pointing out 
that the proportion of eligible voters 
who cast their ballots in the elections 
is very small in Georgia and declaring 
that the citizen who criticizes his 
government without using his ballot 
to do whatever he can to better it 
has no right to complain. 

Praises Tarheel State. 

Comparing Georgia with North Car- 
olina, which he styled as a_ stafe 
whose progress in recent years has 
drawn the admiration of the entir2 
south, he cited figures to show that 
with practically the same suffraze 
laws, nearly four time as many ballots 
were cast in the Tarheel state in 
the presidential election of 1920 as 
were cast in Georgia, though the pop- 
ulation in this state is greater. 

Georgia, he said, had a total pop- 
ulation of 2.895.000, while North Car- 
olina had 2,559,000. In 1920, he 
he stated, the total presidential vote 
in Georgia was only 150,000, while in 
North Carolina it was 537,000. The 
percentage of Geurgia’s vote to her 
total of eligible voters, he said, was 
about 15 per cent. 

Georgia cast the biggest presidential! 
vote in her history, he said, in 1876, 
when 200.000 ballots were counted, 
althouch the population then was les? 
than half of what it is today. The 
percentage of eligible voters then was 
over 45 per cent and he atiributed the 
“decadence in the personnel in con- 
gress and the legislature” to the lack 
of interest on the part of voters. 

Major Cohen did got suggest how 
any individual should vote in the com. 
ing election on November 4, but he 
urged everyone to see that he or she 
voted and that every other qualified 
voter of their acquaintance did like- 
wise,

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GOVERNMENT DEFECTS 


There are glaring defects in forms 
of government of practically every 
State and county, Dr. A. R. Hatton, 
expert on city government, told a 
large audience which attended the 
third lecture of his series here Thurs- 
day night. Dr. Hatton, who was 
brought to Atlanta by the League of 
Women Voters, will discuss all forms 
of state, city and county governments, 
pointing out the flaws, and showing 
the meang by which they can be cor- 
rected. 

Both state and county governments 
are far behind forms used in most 
cities, he said, because the former 
scarcely have been changed during the 
last century; while many experiments 
are being made in city government, 
and their nature is changing constant- 
ly. 

In his talk Thursday morning, Dr. 
Iiatton chose as his subject, ‘The 
New ity.” Atlanta needs many 
changes in government to meet pres- 
ent conditions, he said, as the re- 
quirements now are far greater than 
they were 25 vears ago, and govern- 
ments must function differently to 
correspond with changing conditions. 

He told of the magnitude of a city’s 
business, and described the various 
forms of city governnfent now in use 
throughout the United States. This 
country, he said, leads the world in 
city government hecause of the fact 
that practically every form has been 
tested. 

He listed public utilities, such as 
light and transportation, education, 
traffic, recreation, and creation of a

All ex- 
perience show that a larger amount of 
money can be collected from large in- 
comes at a moderate rate than at a 
high rate. When the rate is too high, 
large incomes disappear, leaving all 
the burden of taxes on the wage-earn- 
ers and people of smail means, Get 
ting all we can out of the rich by mak- 
ing the rates moderate and stimulat- 
ing business to provide work and iIn- 
crease the earnings of the poor seems 
to me to be the common-sense method 
of taxation. The estimated income 
and expenses of the government for 
the coming fiscal year indicate that 
we can have a further reduction in 
taxes. But we can only secure this 
result by continuing our policy of dras- 
tic economy. ; ta 

Favors Protective Tariff. 

“A great material part of our reve- 
nue comes from the tariff, which is 
now running at the yo of about 
$550,000,000 per year. This is, not- 
withstanding the fact that we have 
the lowest tariff which the republican 
party has enacted since 1890, and that 
it is even lower than the democratic 
tariff of 1894. Nearly 57 per cent of 
our imports are on the free list, while 
the average duty on all imports 1S 
less than 15 per cent. Under it, in 
spite of prophesies to the contrary, 
our foreign trade has greatly in- 
ereased. It has been constantly as- 
serted that what the farmer buys is 
protected and what he sells is not pro- 
tected. Almost everything that 1s 
used in the business of farming, as a 
matter of fact, is on the free- list, 
while almost everything that the 
farmer raises is protected, from the 
nuts and citrus fruits of the Pacilic 
coast through the sugar, grain and 
animal. products of the central west, 
to the dairy and tobacco products of 
the efSt. Without such — protection 
many of these farm products would be 
destroyed by foreign competition. — 

‘When we turn to our industrial 
life we find that the wages both in 
rate and buying power of the Amer!- 
can workman are more than twice 
that of the best paid foreign labor. 
Compared to 1913, the advances in 
the wages of union labor 1s 99 per 
cent, while in the ordinary costs it 1s 
about 69 per cent. American in- 
dustry cannot exist, American wages 
cannot be paid, the American stand- 
ard of living cannot be maintained 
without a protective tariff. 

Prosperity More Than Average. 

“Under this policy of peace, econ- 
omy, reduction of taxes and protec- 
tion the business of the country has 
very generally revived and brought us 
into an era of more than average 
prosperity. Agriculture, however, 
not only suffered first, and in many 
respects most, but has been the last to 
recover. In spite of the fact that

clusion that the general economic con- 
dition of the country is good. While 
business and _ agriculture have not 
fully recovered the losses caused by. 
the world-wide depression, which al- 
ways follows war, they are now on a 
fairly profitable basis. It would be 
natural to suppose that every well- 
wisher of the country would be anx- 
ious to maintain the present estab- 


lished order of things, which has given 
to the people of America a position 
superior to that ever before held by 
any people on earth. But in spite of 
the extraordiuary results which have 
been accomplished, there is not only a 
large amount of criticism, but pro- 
posals to make at least two of the 
most revolutionary changes, 

“It has always been the theory of 
our institutions that the people should 
own the government, and not that the 
government should own the people, 
Lhis policy cannot be maintained un- 
less the people continue to own and 
control their own property. ‘Ine most 
important property of the country is 
transportation and water power. It 
is net only very large in amount, but 
is of the greatest strategic value. It 
could be used in such a way as to as- 
sume virtual control of all other busi- 
ness of any importance. It is pro- 
posed that these properties should be 
brought under public ownership. 

Cost Double Public Debts. 

“Responsible public commissions 
have valued these at about $35,000,- 
000,000. Such a cost would more 
than double all our public debts. Any 
deficit in earnings would have to be 
made up out of taxes. We did that 
during the war at a cost of $1,600,- 
000,000. With the government in 
possession of such a great engine, with 
2,750,000 of employees, spending 
$9,000,000,000 — or $10,000,000,000 
each year, holding virtually the power 
of life and death, what chance would 
the rest of the people of this country 
have? It would appear to be perfect- 
ly obvious that if these properties are 
taken off the tax list by public owner- 
Ship, the other property of the nation 
must pay their yearly tax of some 
$600,000,000. In the thinly settled 
agricultural: regions this would make 
an increase of 30 or 40 per cent on 
local taxation. Measured by our ex- 
perience, by efficiency of service, by 
rate of wages paid, w2 have every- 
thing to lose and nothing to gain by 
public ownership. It would be a 
most .perilous undertaking, both to 
the welfare of business and the inde- 
pendence of the people. 

‘Another’ principle in which the 
American people have always strong- 
ly believed, and which they- have 
stoutly maintained, is a judicial as 


against a determination . of 
causes. W. our constitution was 
adopted it established the supreme 
court of the United States to be the 
very citadel of justice. Its members 
are appointed for life, in order that 
they may be devoted entirely to the 
jadministration of justice according to 
\law and as independent and impartial 
)as it is possible for men to be. One 
of their chief duties is to protect the 
rights of the individual. 
Government Is Limited. 

“Our government is anything but 
absolute: It is strictly limited. It 
has only those powers which are con- 
ferred upon it by the constitution. 
That constitation distinctly declares. 
that the president and the congress 
aré prohibited from doing certain 
things, the central thought of which is 
that no one shall be deprived of life, 
liberty or property without due pro- 
cess of law. There’ is _ provision 
against unlawful searches and seizures 
in order that the people may be se- 
cure in their persons, houses, papers 
and effects, also against making: any 
law respecting an establishment of re- 
ligion or abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press, and including 
the right of trial by jury, with many 
other provisions for the protection of 
the individual from impositions which 
other governments had constantly in- 
flicted upon them. This is in aceord 
ance with our theory that the people 
are born with certain’ inalienable 
rizhts which no government should 
have any power to take from them. 

“The same privileges that belong to 
the individual are likewise euaran- 
teed to the minority and to the several 
states. We have made our constitu- 
tion the supreme law of the land, and 
whenever the congress, the president 
or a state legislature or governor 
violates it, anyone who is injured has 
the right to appeal to the supreme 
court and have such violations pre 
vented. What better method eould 
there be for preserving the rights of 
the people and of the states? It is not 
necessary to prove that the supreme 
court never made a mistake. But if 
this power is taken away from them, 
it is necessary to prove that those 
who are to exercise it would be likely 
to make fewer mistakes. 

Hits at La Follette. 

“It is proposed to place this power, 
which it must be remembered is that of 
life and death, in the hands of the 
congress, That woul. give to that 
body power to violate all the rights 
which I have just mentioned, the pow- 
er to destroy the states, abolish the 
nresidential office, close the courts, 
and make the will of the congress ab- 
solute. Is it to be supposed that in 
the exercise of this power, they would 
he more impartial, more independent. 
than the judges of the supreme court?

efforts of the government will be in 
vain. :

I do not 
think the mothers of the land are go- 
ing to abandon the rich heritage that

for a year. It is 93 per cent of all 
wages and salaries of industrial plants 
in the census of manufactures. 

Sees Tax Reduction. 

“The present policy of the govern- 
ment has been to pay off the national 
debt and to reduce the national ex- 
penditures. Since June 30,.1921, the 
national government has reduced its 
yearly expenditures about $2,000,000.,- 
000. It has paid off about ’.o and 
three-quarter billions of dollars of its 
debt and reduced its annual interest 
debt over $130,000,000. It is estimated 
that the taxpayers of this country, by 
these actions, have been relieved each 
day by about $6,000,000. It is antieci- 
pated that, in spite of some new items 
of cost, the budget of next year can be 
considerably Jess than the appropria- 
tions of the present year. In 1920, 
the per capita tax was nearly $54, in 
1924 it was under 330, and by 1926 
it should be under $27. That means 
that so far as the national govern- 
ment is concerned, the burden of taxes 
has been cut in two. 

“A policy of economy hes as its sole 
object the benefit of all the people. 
Just prior to elections. a great deal 
of talk is made about the taxes of the 
poor and the rich. It can fairly be 
said that the national government does 
not tax the earnings of the poor fam- 
ily. Earnings of $2.500 are entirely 
exempt, and on $5,000 they would pay 
but $37.50. The claim can scarcely 
he made that the poor are obliged to 
pay direct taxes to the national gav- 


stantly to favor the reduction of dis- 
count rates. This has been done un- 
til they now range from 3 percent 
to 41-2 yer cent. This admin. \tra- 
tion has constantly sought to pre ‘ent 
further deflation by €@ncouraging  4ll 
kinds of busigess in order to reste ‘e 
prices of agricultural products to a 
point where they would show a fair 
profit. The general business depres- 
sion had reached its lowest depths in 
the spring of 1921, and since tht 
time there has been a gradual re 
covery which has now spread to agri 
cultural products. H a mistake was 
made. it was not made by this ad- 
ministratjon. The government Is now 
proceeding in the opposite direction. 
Farm Question Economic. 
“Advantage must be taken of the 
present period of relief to provide by 
the adoption of sound business metb 
ods and sound legislation against * 
recurrence of such disastrous depies- 
sion. It is not a sectional question, 
it is a national question. It does not 
relate merely to the welfare of those 
who live on the farms. It influences 
the welfare of all the people of our 
country. I have withheld the calling 
of an agricultural conference on the 
advice of some of the leaders in the 
farm oragnizations, 
“But L stand committed to this 
proposal. I believe it holds out the 
best promise of a wise solution and 
the best method of a substantial agree- 
ment among the farm organizations 
themselves of what they desired in 
the way of government action.

Cites Foreign Trade Growth. — 

‘What we may .hope for in this 
direction is illustrated by our pres- 
ent foregn trade. In 1913 both im- 
ports and exports were only $4,200,- 
000,000: After the war the trade of 
the whole world collapsed, but we 
have brought our foreign trade up to 
about $8,000,000,000. Translated into 
pre-war prices, this would be about 
$5,200,000,000. 

“When we look for an example of 
benefiting consumers, we shall find it 
in the bituminous coal! industry. Three 
years ago there were about 9,000 
mines, or 30 per cent more mines and 
miners than could be given regular, 
employment. The department of com- 
merce found there was need of more 
cars, more summer storage and more 
industrial peace. These have been ac 
complished, with the result that while 
in the profiteering period of 1920 run- 
of-mine coal averaged $5.64 a ton, 
notwithstanding the strike of 1922, it 
averaged $3.67 per ton, and for the 
year ending June 20, it averaged $2.23 
per ton. This industry has been or- 
ganized, but: net monopolized, it has 
between 7.000 and 8,000 competing 
mines, and no person or group con 
trols more than 2 or 3 per cent of 
the production.

He also 
flings the ridiculous charge at the 
novelist that he is accusing the mili- 
tary directory and the king from the 
safe distance of Mentone in France. 
Would not Senor Ibanez be a fool to 
venture into the land of Spain where 
the gaggers of the press, the oppres- 
sors of the people, the irresponsible 
militarist clique could get their claws 
on him? Does the Spanish acting 
premier think that Senor Ibanez has 
forgotten the fate of Professor Una- 
muno, one of the greatest savants of 
our time? When he, as sector of the 
University of Salamanca and one of 
the greatest international jurists, 
dared to raise the questionable dem- 
ocratic character of a_ distatorship, 
he lost not only his position, but 
also his liberty. It is only a few 
weeks ago that this aged savant 
managed to escape from a barren and 
torrid island.

“To compel a child to go to school 
whose physical condition is such that 
it cannot keep abreast.of its fellows 
is not only brutally cruel to that child 
and a waste of state’s money, but may 
actually so embitter that child against 
society that a criminal is developed 
instead of a helpful citizen.” 

There is more good sense than liter- 
ary license in that. The dumbbell 
comes in for a great deal of bad 
treatment at the hands of classmates, 
teachers and even ‘his own. parents, 
ridicule, impatience, scolding. It all 
tends to arouse resentment or to break 
down pride and create indifference. 
That disposition readily leads the 
child astray. 

Even children afflicted with ade- 
noids used to suffer in this way. The 
mental dullness that inevitably ae- 
‘eompanies nasal obstruction of suf 
ficient degree to impair the oxygen.-

Standing out among the altruistic 
organizations of Atlanta as a haven 
for unfortunate women, 4s home for 


down-and-out men and se mice for 
fatherless little ones, the™Volunteers 
of America maintains a kome at 32 
Garnett street, the doors of which re- 
main open to the needy day and night, 
and whose workers stand ready at all 
hours to render immediate assistance 
to human beings in sorrow or distress. 

“We have no concern as to a man’s 
creed,” said Staff Captain J. 'T. Wil- 
liamson, officer in charge, ““‘we do not 
care about how the unfortunate wom- 
an came to the depths of .poverty and 
distress, nor do we bother ourselves 
about the parentage or the former cuon- 
ditions surrounding orphane] children 
that come to our door. Our first «on- 
eern is ‘Are they in need? after 
which it immediately becomes 
tv to render whatever relief our lim- 
ited resources will permit, After 
bringing relief to the suffering body 
we find it much easier to touch the 
heart and soul.” 

Wide Service Field. 

Since opening in Atlanta, notwith- 
standing its lim®%ed income, the Vol- 
unteers of America has brought re- 
lief to thousands of unfortunete ones 
who might otherwise have continued 
to suffer the pangs of hunger and the 
discomfort of an  unsheltered bed. 
Since the first of January, under the 
administration of Captain end Mrs. 
Williamson, the Volunteers’ Home has 
provided hot meals for 10,217 people, 
who might have hungered but for this 
institution; it has provided free beds 
for 2,687 human beings, some of whom 
were young mothers, deserted and left 
to the mercies of the world with little 
ones unprovided for, 

“The records also. show.” stated 
Captain Williamson, “that the home 
has taken in and cared for a number 
of young zirls who had left their 
homes for one reason-and = another, 
sending some of them back to their 
anxious parents, caring for others un- 
til suitable homes could be found for 
them and finding employment for 
others who wished to remain in the 
city. These young girls form one of 
the greatest problems society faces to- 
day,’ continued the captain, “leaving 
hopefal and 
expectant to enjoy the gaieties and ro- 
mance of city life, only to find them- 
selves bewildered and frizhtened over 
the stern realities of a big city.” 

That the Volunteers have given 
away more than 75 garments and 79 
pairs of shoes to needy ones, and that 
several articles of furniture, ineluding 
bedsteads and chairs, have been do- 
nated to poor families seeking to equin 
an humble home, is shown by other 
entries on the record of the home.

Its doors are never 
closed to unfortunate ones who apply 
to the home and its workers go into 
the various portions of the city seek- 
ing cases of sorrow and distress. “In 
all eases that come to us,” was stated, 
“we do our utmost to bring immediate 
relief in suffering, comfort to those 
in sorrow and satisfaction to the 
hungering ones, leaving the investiga- 
tion of the causes of their misfortunes 
to a later date and awaiting a more 
opportune time for the endeavor to 
win them to a better life, which is 
the ultimate goal of our labors. In 
other words we do not try to talk 
religian to a hungry man; we never 
seek to discuss the proper manage- 
ment of a household with the desert- 
ed mother, whose little ones are un- 
eertain as to a shelter for night. We 
relieve the suffering first and trust 
Providence for the preparation of a 
more fertile field later for sowing our 
seeds of religious precept. 

Seek to Save Souls. 

“Relief of material distress and the 
satistaction of man’s bodily needs 
form by no means the total extent 
of every man, woman and cjld that 
home,’ continued Captain \villiaim- 
son, “for the salvation of the soul 
of every man, woman and child that 
comes through the doors of our home 
is our ultimate aim. We not only 
hold regular and special service upon 
the streets, seeking to reach the sin- 
ners at large in the great city, byt 
we hold daily in the home devotional 
services for the benefit of those with- 
in its walls. We have the intense 
satisfaction of knowing that through 
these services a majority of those 
who have been inmates of our home 
have accepted Christ as their Sa- 
vior.’ 

Among those in the home today are 
four bright children who were taken 
from a father by the same court that 
sent him to the county chaingang for 
a long term on a charge of abusing 
the little ones; whose mother is con- 
fined in an aylum for the insane. 
These little ones seem happy under 
the care of Captain and Mrs. Wil- 
liamson, and each of them voluntari- 
ly gave testimony as to the kindness 
received at the Christian workers’ 
hands. These children are being cared 
for until the time when they may be 
placed in suitable homes or positions. 

Another case with a most ap- 
thetie angle is that of a young wom- 
an who, with her three pretty chil- 
dren, was deserted by her husband 
a few weeks ago.

Do All Twins Look Alike? 


| This is a question about which experts differ and in 
order to make a public test The Constitution ts asking 
for photographs of Georgia twins for publication in tts 


We want photographs of twins of any age—babies, 
children, middle-aged or elders will be used, the only 
condition being that each single photograph of twins 
should bear plainly on the back of it the names of the 
twins, indicating each by “right” and “left” —also giving 
the names and addresses of their parents. 


Where photographs of twins are sent separately the 
name of the twin should be given plainly on the back 
of the photograph with the address of the parents.

Guiding the Bond Buyer 


FOREIGN GOVERNMENT BONDS. 
| ARTICLE VIII. 


With one possible exception there have been no serious lapses in the 
payments on toreign government bonds which haye been distributed to 
investors in this country. Most foreign issues which have been sold in 
this market are “dollar bonds,” both principal and interest being payable 
in American dollars and not the money of the country of issue. Dollar 
bonds are preterred by American investors and bankers. Their market 
price is not directly incumbent upon foreign exchange rates; they are 
American in type and require from the investor little, if any, more than 
the ordinary supervision which should be accorded to all security holdings. 

One authority has aptly pointed out, in discussing foreign govern- 
ment bonds, that “Few countries have ever contracted debts actually so 
burdensome that interest and sinking fund could not be paid. Further- 
more, the wealth of a progressive country is always increasing, so that a 
debt which seems staggering to one generation proves only a moderate 
burden to the next.” (Barron’s “Buying a Bond.’”) 

It has been Stated previously that the investors of Great Britain and 
Holland have been in the past the greatest purchasers of foreign securi- 
ties. A recent expert eStimate placed the total of toreign government se- 
curities dealt in on the London exchange as nearly five billions of dollars, 
of which slightly over 2 per cent are valueless. The statement .of this 
authority is interesting. 

“In 1913 the total British investments in foreign and colonial govern. 
ment Securities (including state and municipal) were figured by Sir 
George Paish at 959,523,000 pounds. Between 1913 and the middle of 
1923 total new issue in Great Britain of foreign government securities 
were 115,728,000 pounds. This gives a net total to date of 1,075,251,000 
pounds, $4,838,830,000 at present rates of exchange. 

“Of the total par value of these investments no interest is now being 

paid on a par amount of $427,348,000. The securities of Mexico and Sal- 
vador may be subtracted from this, as arrangements are now being com- 
pleted for the resumption of interest payments. This leaves net amounts 
of $272.848,000 of defaults. 
. “In this amount is included $75,000,000 par value bonds of southern 
states of the United States and $26,990,000 bonds of the Republic of Hon- 
duras. Both groups having been in default over seventy years, it is rea- 
sonable to presume that thev can be written off as losses. 

“The other bonds now in default are securities of countries, 
and cities going through temporary crises which it is safe to presume will 
be cured in time and interest will be resumed Out of the total invest- 
ment, therefore, of $4,838,630,000 only $101,990,000 can be considered 
as of no value.”’ 

As this is being written there is a widespread interest in the proposed 
German loan, under the Dawes plan, of which a proportion, it is assumed, 
wilk be offered in America. The importance of the American investor in 
the world market today is evidenced by the decisive manner in which 
American bankers have been able to proiect into these negotiations the 
American ideas of safecuards.
